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FOREWORD 


The*Rurail Vevelopment Act, of) 1972 has spurred interest in rural 
development and provided a framework for action. Many working in this 
area have been without literature or information resources to make 
important decisions. They are constantly seeking information on new 
ideas, strategies, procedures, and techniques appropriate to their 
purposes. This selective bibliography attempts to satisfy this need 
by providing references with annotations in seven key rural development 
areas, and some suggestions on where to get information or help. 


Community leaders, rural development committees, researchers, and 
community resource development (CRD) personnel should find this publi- 
cation useful as a starting point in identifying and obtaining literature 
or information for program design and implementation. Seven subject areas 
have received cencentrated attention. They are: 


Fire and Emergency Services 

Health Care Delivery Systems 

Sanitary Services and Sewage Systems 
Manpower Training and Vocational Education 
Public Recreational Facilities and Planning 
Local Government Structure and Taxation 
Rural Housing 


These are subjects often neglected or less readily known to CRD personnel 
and rural development committees. Other important areas such as land-use 
planning have not been included because of the proliferation of literature 
on this and other rural development topics. The bibliography is not 
intended to be complete. Only those publications felt to provide maximum 
and continuing value are listed. The closeout date on citations is 

June 1975. The limitation to 1969-75 literature was introduced to ensure 
the most up-to-date coverage. Only publications directly treating rural 
development in the United States were included, and emphasis was placed 
on national or regional applicability. A few local studies or findings 
which could serve as models were cited, however. 


The bibliography is the result of a dollar investment by the National 
Agricultural Library at the Southern Rural Development Center which invested 
an equal or greater amount of labor to compile the bibliography. Hundreds 
of letters were sent to rural development individuals, agencies, and 
organizations throughout the United States for information, bibliographies, 
and copies of materials. People knowledgeable in specialized fields were 
asked to recommend sources and citations, and to review the final compi- 
lations. 


The sources of information will serve as a useful adjunct to the 


bibliography. Together they should provide those involved in rural 
development with a new base of knowledge.

HOW TO GET THE PUBLICATIONS 


Availability of documents, publishers, prices, and journal citations 
are given to assist in acquiring the literature when needed. Most 
of the State land-grant libraries will have the publications for 
loan or photocopy, OR will be able to assist in obtaining them. Where 
the item is not free from the publisher, it is suggested that the 
land-grant libraries be the first source utilized. 


Periodical and Journal Try your State land-grant library first, 
Articles or ask their help in obtaining. Photocopied 
article will usually cost. See the Prime 
Literature section following as well as the introduction to each 
bibliographic section for the major periodicals, sources, and 
methods of acquisition. Securing reprints from authors or organiza- 
tions may incur some charges not identified in the bibliography.
